The next day he flew back to Gen- 
eral Pershing who started south from 
field headquarters, giving the general 
the most important news of the cam- 
paign to date, namely that Dodd be- 
lieved he knew where Villa was. On 
the night of that same Tuesday Dodd's 
column, 400 strong, started for Guer- 
rero, fifty-five miles away, where it 
was reported Villa, with 500 men, had 
captured the town from the Carran- 
zipt a Garrison. The Americans made 
fifty-five miles 
in seventeen hours 
riding on a chill night, which cut to 
the bone of the men who had discard- 
ed every piece of none-fighting equip- 
ment, except ..blankets and canteens. 
Some of them even had to throw away 
their blankets.

"I saw one vision of King George at 
the end of the boat," he said. "I saw 
a vision o£ two generals, and one was 
Lord Kitchener. 
I. do not know the 
other, but he had a white mustache " 
Hudson told the magistrate he had 
a vision to start a revolution in Rus- 
sia.

In her bill of complaint Mrs. Waite 
charged that her husband gained her 
consent to marriage 
by 
fraud, he

marriage, plotted to murder her father 
and mother, and did accomplish thai 
and intended to kill his wife and other 
members of his 
family. It is also 
charged Dr. Waite "had unlawful re- 
lations" with a Mrs. Margaret Hort.on 
and other persons "unknown to the 
plaintiff." 


REPORT MUCH WHEAT 


UNFIT FOR MILLING 


Estimate 146,000,000 Bushels of 1915 


Crop Available for Manufac- 


ture into Flour.

Washington, April 4.—Wheat of the 


1915 
crop unlit for 
milling is esti- 
mated ait 146,000,000 bushels as a re- 
sult of inquiries made by the depart- 
ment of agriculture from flour mills 
and grain elevators. 
The replies were so variable as to 
make accurate deductions impossible 
and any estimates debatable, without 
considerable qualification on these re- 
plies, the average worked out 14.4 per 
cent as the wheat unfit for milling and 
7.3 per cent or 74,000,000 bushels as 
feed for live stock. 
"Much wheat was used this season 
"or milling which ordinarily would not 
be regaj-ded as fit to mill," says the 
report of tb.e bureau of crop esti- 
mates. 
Modern machinery enables 
those who have such equipment, to 
make millable much wheat which 
small millers lacking such facilities 
could not use. 
Much wheat not good 
enough for local millers was shipped 
out apparently finding a 
ready de- 
mand at terminal points and a'broad. 
Different 
ways 
of .regarding such 
wheat, accounts largely for the wide 
variation of estimates. 
"Wheat usually fed to live 
stock 
has --nou been -regarded"by.-the-- grain 
trade to be of material proportion— 
not more than 2% of the crop."

Ice Jam Cripples Electric Power Plant 


Supplying Chippewa Falls.

Eau Claire, April 4.—The great ice 
jam in the Chippewa river packed up 
! against the Dells dam above Eau 
'Claire, and extending back from the 
dam, 
broke during the night and the 
accumulation of ice, logs, piers and 
jams crashed over the crest of the 
dam, 
bearing away forty feet of flume 
at the west end of the dam and wreck- 
ing the large tower on the east bank 
of the river which supported the elec- 
tric transmission line from Cedar Falls 
power plant 
to Eau 
Claire. This 
plunged the city into total darkness, 
which continued for hours until cur- 
rent from the Chippewa Falls plant 
was turned on. 
Water released by breaking of the 
ice jam made the river a raging tor- 
rent of ice and debris, the river rising 
six feet in two hours. 
Many people 
in the lowlands were warned by tele- 
phone and took to higher ground. 
This morning the water began to 
subside with little damage done. Sev- 
eral farms down the river were flood- 
ed but -no serious results were report- 
ed. The great Dells dam stod the test 
well and came out unscathed outside 
of one small gate being carried away. 
The foot bridge was carried down 
and swash boards were torn off.

REPORT ON LOSSES 


Norway Files Request for Investiga- 


tion Into Recent Destruction of 


Norwegian Ships.

London, April 4.—A Copenhagen dis- 
patch to the Exchange Telegraph com- 
pany says the Norwegian government 
has requested the German government 
to investigate whether German subma- 
rines were responsible for torpedoing 
of large number of Norwegian ships 
which have been destroyed within the 
past few days. If it is true that Ger- 
man submarines

Norway will demand full compensa- 
tion.

dispatch adds.

Mrs. Aaron A. Currier, North Antl- 
over, MP.SS., sistof to W. W. Wills, 416 
Locust street, and her daughter, Miss 
Ella Currier, met death Friday in a 
mysterious fire at Lawrence, Mass., 
according to Lawrence papers telling 
of the catastrophe and received here 
today by Mr. Wills. Fatally injured 
and burned, Mrs. Jake Katz, at whose 
home1 the tragedy occurred, lies in a 
Lawrence hospital, not expected to 
live.The funeral services were held to- 
day at the home of Mrs. Currier's sis- 
ter-in-law and were strictly private. 
The Massachusetts state fire board 
are investigating the fire. The dam- 
age to the Katz home is estimated at 
$17,000 and while the lire was in pro- 
gress, another fire, said to be entirely 
separate from the Katz fire, was dis- 
covered in the basement of the resi- 
dence about fifty feet away.

•as many mistakes as we make to-day. 
Two of their greatest, mistakes were 
calomel and castor oil. 


Calomel, theoretically, did 
some- 
thing to the liver. 
It was supposed 
that calomel increased the flow ot 
bile, or facilitated the discharge of 
bile from the liver into the bowel, or 
something vaguely like that. 
Prac- 
ticr.lly, there isn't any reason to think 
crtlomel increases the flow of bile or 
in any way ;iu"ects the liver any more 
ihan other laxative drugs. 
Experi- 
mentally, calomel rather tends to 
.diminish bile secretion. Furthermore, 
calomel very often nauseates, and oc- 
casionally, even in small one-tenth 
grain doses, salivates the victim.

co, the land 
of contrasts, of great 
riches and extreme poverty, a few of 
its people amassing millions, while 
myriads aro starving, a place where 
the most, modern machinery may be 
found in operation at the very side of 
the moat primitive method of accom- 
plishing the same end, where beautiful 
architecture is in contrast with adobe 
huts and where ehining automobiles of 
the latest design whirl pasl. sleepy ox 
teams hauling carts with solid wooden 
slabs for wheels Identical with the 
design which was used at.the time of 
the Spanish conquest," is the subject 
of a bulletin issued by tlie National 
Geographic society from its headquar- 
ters in Washington today. 
"Passing down a prominent street 
in almost any of the large Mexican 
cities, there may be seen fashionably 
dressed gentlemen, who look very 
much as though they were just as 
much at 
home on Piccadilly, the 
imps cl'Blysees of Fifth avenue, fol- 
ing 


and German at- 
titude on each of these 
principles. 
Continuing, he says: 
. "Our English ideal for,the future IB 
of a world in which 
every 
people 
.'shall have within its own borders a 
free national government resting on, 
-and confornrfng to. the general will of 
its citizens, a government able to de- 
vote Its efforts to improving the con- 
dition of the people without oncreach- 
•itig on iis neighbors, or being dis- 
turbed by tho foav of an attack from 
pnemies 
abroad. 
Legislators 
and 
administrators have already taken 
•tasks sufficiently difficult in reconcil- 
ing the claims of different classes, in 
adjusting tho interests of capital and 
labor, in promoting health and diffus- 
ing 
education and 
enlightenment, 
without tbo addition of those tasks 
'•and dangers which arise from 
the 
terror of foreign war. 
"1 cannot believe that the 
German 
people, as I have hitherto 
known 
ihem, ever since I studied at a Ger- 
man university more than fifty years 
ago, could possibly approve of 
the 
.action of their Government 1C their 
•Government suffered them to 
Icnow 
•the facts relating to the origin and 
•conduct of the war as 
those 
facts 
«re known to tho rest, of the world, 
rwe have had no hatred of the Ger- 
raampeople. Wo did not grudge tbem 
(their prosperity. 
Neither 
have we 
.any wish to break up Germany 
de- 
istroylng her national unity, or" to in- 
'terfere iu any way with tier internal 
'politics. Our quarrel is with the Ger- 
man government. 
We think it is a 
danger to every peaceful country and 
believe that in lighting against its 
doctrines, its ambitions, its methods 
of warfare, we and our Allies are vir- 
tually fighting the battle of all peace- 
•Joving neutral nations as> -well as our 
own". 


"We must tight on till victory 
is 
,won, for a Government which scorns 
treaties and 
wages 
an 
inhuman 
warfare against 
innocent non-com- 
batants cannot bo suffered 
to 
pre- 
vail by such methods. 
A triumphant 
and aggressive Germany, mistress of 
the seas as well as of the land, would 
be n menace to ev<;ry nation, even 
to those of the Western Hemisphere!." 
Lord Bryce concludes with a pica 
for a league of peace. 
"The 
obsta- 
cles in the way of creating such a 
league aro many and 
obvious."

says, "but whatever else may come 
out of the war, we in England hope 
that one result of it will be. the cre- 
ation of some machinery calculated to 
avert the recurrence oi' so awful 
a 
calamity as that from which mankind 
is now suffering."

TO REVOKE LICENSE 


Issue Is 
Raised With Reference to 


Wisconsin's Employers' Exchange.

Madison, Wis., April 4.—Under the 
provisions of the insurance law of 
Wisconsin, the state department must 
license an exchange that has complied 
with the provisions of the law -is the 
opinion of Insurance Commissioner M. 
J. deary in the case of Assemblyman 
i rank J. Weber against the Wisconsin 
employers' exchange. Assemblyman 
Weber attempted to have the license 
of the company revoked on the ground 
that it was not a company within the 
meaning of the law and second that 
tne company was insolvent. The opin- 
ion of Commissioner Cleary does not 
completely determine whether it is a 
company within 
the meaning of the 
law. This point will be immediately 
taken up by the state industrial com- 
mission. 


"Some action will be taken .in tho 
matter," said Commissioner Fred WiV- 
eon today. "This will have to be de- 
termined later." 
Insurance Commissioner Cleary says 
that ho has no inclination to side-step 
a decision in the matter, but that for 
him to attempt to give an opinion in 
the case would be over-stepping the 
field 
of his authority.

"In the light of the statutes, how- 
ever, I feel that the industrial com- 
mission is specifically vested with'this 
authority by the law," says Mr. Cleary 
in his opinion, "and knowing the abil- 
ity of that commission to deal with 
this subject I feel that it would be an 
assumption 
upon my part to reach 
over into their fleld. My conclusion 
therefore is that the industrial com- 
mission must determine the question 
of whether or not a contract or policy 
issued to a subscriber to the exchange 
and covering compensation liability 
satisfied the requirements of the work- 
men's compensation act."
